The 10-man township board of 
commissioners, split evenly with 
live Democrats and five Republi­ 
cans, has generated quite a 
struggle in enacting the 1962 
budget. The proposed budget of 
$1,567,692 calls for a two-mill 
tax increase. 
The five Republicans, led by 
•' board president Harry Fawkes, 
favor the budget drawn up by 
township manager Vincent H, 
Hartley. Hwy feel ifs a “bone” 
budget, but realistic. 
The five Democrats, however, 
differ. They came up with their 
own version designed to save 
the taxpayers IH mills or about 
976,000. To achieve this they 
proposed cutbacks in personnel 
and supplies in the various town­ 
ship departments, including the 
police force. 
It appeared the Democrats, 
spearheaded by loquacious Leon­ 
ard Sokolov t\ bit off more they 
anticipated.

Boehm Hits 


Lack Of Basic 


Education 


UNIVERSITY PARK, Pa. (UPI) 
— Discussions on the future of 
higher education in Pennsylvania 
today highlight the closing st 
sions of a newspaper editors' 
seminar here.

The seminar, sponsored by the 
Pennsylvania Society of Newspa­

Newspaper Publishers’ Assoria 
lion, and Penn State’s School of 
Journalism, was told last nif&t 
by Dr. Charles H. Boehm, state 
superintendent of public instruc­ 
tion, that the loss of potentially 
intellectually superior youths by 
lack of basic education is 
“frightful and inexcusable extrav 
agance.” 
Boehm said that current pro­ 
grams in the schools of the na­ 
tion will not be adequate to pro­ 
vide the “enormous'* demands of 
the future. He said the nation “is 
in a new era of a vigorous chal­ 
lenge to a greater intellectual ef­ 
fort by all, "primarily because of 
changes in our society induced by 
science and technology and the 
requirements of a free democrat­ 
ic society for better educated 
manpower. 
Panel On Taxes 
The delegates were told earlier 
at a panel on taxes, politics and 
education, that the total annual 
state and local outlay for all lev­ 
els of education in Pennsylvania 
by 1970 would be $1,655,000,000 if 
ak recommendations of the gover­ 
nor’s Committee on 
Education 
were carried out. 
The estimate was given by John 
W. Ingram, director of the Penn­ 
sylvania Economy League, who 
alco cited the possibility of the 
state's current 4 per cent sales 
tax rising to 8 per cent by 1972 
to cover the needs of an expand­ 
ed educational system 
State Sen. Paul L. Wagner. R- 
Schuylkill, said he "would go” for 
a broadening of the base of the 
levy, but favored retention of the 
exemption for take home food. 
Another panelist. State Sen. Jo 
Hays, D-Centre, said he believed 
there is "something very regres­ 
sive about further extension of the 
sales tax.” 
Vigorous opposition to the con 
troversial school district reorgan 
izational law of 1961 was voiced 
by Donald E. Enders, supervising 
principal of the Camp Hill School 
District, on the ground the act as 
written would not improve the 
quality of education 
Enders said that school dis­ 
tricts which have good educa 
tional 
systems should 
be 
left 
alone while school districts urn 
hie to meet state standards should 
be reorganized 
The law was defended by Ira 
C. Gross and Frank Hawkins.

Hawking said that some school 
directors may be more concerned 
with their own powers and prero­ 
gatives than in the quality of edu­ 
cation in their districts, or state 
wide.
